Ritchie, vice-chairman 
of the Port of London Authority; Lord 
Balfour of Burleigh, former Parlia- 
mentary Secretary 
of the Board of 


Trade; Baron Ashfield, managing di- 
rectpr of the under-ground railways; 
Baron Faringdom, chairman of the 
Great Central Railway; Viscount De- 
vonport, chairman of the Port of Lon- 
don Authority and former food con- 
troller, and Sir J. P. Hewett. 


They asserted that "it is probable 


that never in the history of this, coun- 
try has the liberty of the individual 
been more subject to rigorous limi- 
tatfons than at present. 


"London has flourished and become

OF DOCTORS 
IN THE CITIES 


They Will Not Locate in Rural 


Districts Where Reasonable 
Income Cannot be Earned 


Chicago, March 13.—The scarcity of 


physicians in the rural districts of 
some states is not due to any shortage 
in the supply of available doctors, but 
to economic conditions, according to a 
survey made by the Journal of the 
American Medical association. 


Complaint was recently made in 


Pennsylvania that there was a serious 
shortage-iirthe number of doctors in 
th& state. The Journal found the 
.shortage offset by an oversupply in 
the cities. Pennsylvania has one doc- 
tor for every 768 people, as compared 
to one physician for every 726 persons 
in the country as a whole. 


Doctors, says the Journal's report, 


will not locate in ruraPdistricts where 
they can not earn a reasonable in- 
come, or where living conditions are

A Move for the Purchase of 
Mammoth Cave, Ky., as Na- 


tional Park, is Under Way 


Louisville, Ky., March 13.—Unless 


the government acts soon, a will, with 
a strange request, may prevent the 
purchase of' Mammoth Cave, Ken- 
tucky, as a national park. This was 
Pointed out by Stephen T. Mather di- 
rector of national parks, in a repflrt 
recently issued. A more for the pur- 
chase of the Oave as a national pai* 
is now under way and aas been urged 
upoa Congress for action. 


"The 3,000 acres sought for the park 


purposes at the entrance to Mammoth 
Cave," says Mr. Mather's report, are 
in private hands under the terms of a 
famous win which dictated that the 
land must be held in trust until such 
time as the death of the last of the 
named heirs oocurs, when it is to be 
sold at public action in its entirety. 


"Because of the advanced age of the 
tjwo surviving fteirs, it may be ex- 
pected that it will not 3>e long before 
this world-famed cavern will be sold 
under the hammer, and unless some 
means are found to take it over na- 
tionally at that time either through 
Congressional appropriation or through 
donation of some pftblic-spirited indi- 
vidual or organization, the cave iwill 
be lost'for all time as a national park 
possibilitly and will continue to be 
privately exploited."

Tax Law Provisions 


Every citizen of the United States 


is subject to tho provisions of the in- 
come tax law. He may live in this 
country or he may live abroad, pos- 
sessing no property within the United 
States and deriving no income from 
fourcss within the United States, 
Nevertheless he must file a return if 
single and his net income for 1921 
was $1,000 or more or his gross income 
fo'OOO or more, or if married and his 
net income was $2000 or more or his 
gross income was ?50(X> or more.1 Di- 
vorcees or p&rsofts separated from 
husband or wife by mutual agreement 
are classed as single persons. 
The same obligation to file a return 


and pay a tax rests on a resident 
alien, although his entire inaome may 
be derived from sources without the 
United States.

who last year filed returns, failure to- 
rccsivo a form does not relieve an in- 
dividual of his or her obligation to file

The 1,400 Mississippi Choctaws are 
ivided into ten clans and they are 
ontsantly quarreling, according to 
Mr. Hudson. Originally their ances- 
ors were members of the Choctaw 
ribe that migrated to Indian Terri- 
ory in the early 30's. They have made 
no progressive steps in the past 100 
•ears, Mr. Hudson says, and he de- 
•lares their greatest need is education. 
Their sole occupation is farming ond 
as such they are tenant farmers of 
vhites. 


I am firmly convinced that by edu- 


cation alone can the customs and bar- 
riers of a hundred years' standing be 
>roken." says Mr,_Hudson, "to impress 
he Choctaws with the reaponsibili- 
ies of citizenship. Today they exer- 
cise no right of franchise and are not 
on terms of social equality with the 
Vi hite citizens of Mississippi."

Brigadier Annie Cowden, 
territorial directress for ail the or- 
ganization's work among women and 
children, has discovered that 35 per 
cent of Chicago's children are under- 
nourished. 
She took up the matter 


with Mrs. Ida Bailey Allen, national 
home economics expert, and the death 
warrant of the frying-pan was the re- 
sult. According to Mrs. Allen, 60 per 
cent of all illness can be traced to im- 
properly prepared food, and 10 per 
cent of all inefficiency is credited to 
the same cause. 


Brigadier Cowden, after months of 


investigation, agrees with Mra. Allen 
that one of the principal causes ot 
malnutrition is the well known fry- 
ing-pan. Mrs. Allen stated that it
